13. (Currents Amended) The game of Claim 11 further comprising: a means within said 
microprocessor for generating an error signal when pnrtioipnnt'o satd response Is not made within a 
predetermined time. 

14. (CurrenMy Amended) The game <rf Oalm 11 ftjrtiier compnsing: a means wrfthin said microprocessor 
for increasing a rate of nstatibn of said housing when the |»art i dii» i iy » response con^ponds to the 
sequent® of events lasted rendered by said microprocfissor. 

15. (Orlginai) The game of Oaim 11 further comprising: a means within said microprocessor for 
changing the predetermined dtredton of tite rotating of the housing. 

16. (Original) The game of Claim 9 further comprising a speaker affixed to the housing and 
controlled by the microprocessor such that the microprocessor emits a pfurairly of distinct aurally 
perceptible tones, each tone of said plurality of distinct aurally perceptible tones corresponds to a 
pu^ button. 
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
